2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding to the claimed invention, the prior art of record fails to show or render obvious 
of a method and its corresponding apparatus for a clock ride-over circuit in which an input signal 
synchronized with a first clock signal being converted into a signal synchronized with a second 
clock signal, comprising: 

a) Matching a phase of an input signal synchronized with a first clock signal; 

b) Selecting the input signal phase-matched to the first clock signal or an output of the 
clock ride-over circuit, depending on a value of frequency selected signal to output a selected 
digital signal as an IF signal; 

c) Synchronizing the IF signal with a the second clock; 

d) A timing control circuit generating the selection IF signal based on the first and second 
clock signals.
